Boycott  of  Olympics 
proposed  by  Carter 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  President 
Carter  proposed  Sunday  that  the 
world’s  athletes  boycott  the  Moscow 
Summer  Olympics,  or  move  the  games 
to  another  country,  unless  Soviet 
troops  are  withdrawn  from 
Afghanistan  within  one  month. 

Declaring  that  “it  is  very  important 
for  the  worid  to  realize  how  serious  a 
threat”  the  Soviets  pose.  Carter  said 
that  even  if  other  nations  ignored  his 
appeal.  "I  would  not  favor  the  sending 
of'  an  American  Olympic  team  to 
Moscow  while  the  Soviet  invasion 
troops  are  in  Afghanistan.” 

Appearing  on  the  NBC  “Meet  the 
Press"  television  program,  the  presi¬ 
dent  suggested  the  Olympics  could  be 
moved  to  some  other  city  or  canceled 
entirely  if  the  Soviet  forces  are  not 
withdrawn. 

“I  do  not  want  to  inject  politics  into 
the  Olympics,”  Carter  said,  explaining 
that  hie  would  “personally  favor”  the 
establishment  of  a  permanent  site  for 
both  the  Summer  and  Winter  Olym¬ 
pics.  He  suggested  Greece  would  be  an 
ideal  summertime  choice. 

Carter,  who  is  honorary  president  of 
the  U. S.  Olympic  Committee,  has  no 
legal  authority  to  dictate  an  American 
boycott.  Instead,  he  said  he  was  mak¬ 


ing  recommendations  in  the  form  of  a 
message  sent  Sunday  to  officials  of  the 
U.S.  Olympic  Committee. 

As  he  left  the  NBC  studio,  Carter 
was  asked  if  he  expected  a  favorable 
response  from  the  Olympic  Commit¬ 
tee. 

"I  think  so,”  he  said. 

Appearing  at  the  same  time  on 
ABC’s  “Issues  and  Answers,”  Sen. 
Edward  Kennedy  said  he  would  also 
support  an  Olympics  boycott. 

“But,”  he  added,  “I  want  to  make  it 
very  clear  that  a  grain  embargo  and  a 
boycott  of  the  Olympics  are  basically 
symbols,  and  symbols  are  no  sub¬ 
stitute  for  an  effective  foreign  policy.” 

Kennedy  is  Carter’s  main  challenger 
in  the  competition  for  delegates  to  the 
Democratic  national  convention.  The 
race  begins  in  earnest  on  Monday  at 
Iowa  party  caucuses. 

And  on  CBS’s  “Face  the  Nation,” 
Republican  presidential  candidate 
George  Bush  said  he  also  favors  can¬ 
cellation  of  U.S.  participation  in  the 
Moscow  games. 

Robert  F.  Kane,  president  of  the 
U.S.  Olympic  Committee,  said  he  was 
pleased  with  Carter’s  statement 
because  the  president  asked  that  the 


committee  take  the  issue  to  the  Inter¬ 
national  Olympic  Committee. 

“I  was  very  pleased  that  he  did  not 
advocate  a  boycott,”  Kane  said.  “A 
boycott  would  take  us  out  of  the  Olym¬ 
pic  Movement  and  we  would  have  no 
voice  in  deliberations  ...  There  is  a 
great  difference  in  deciding  not  to  send 
athletes  for  a  good  cause  than  to  un¬ 
dercut  the  Olympic  movement.” 

Asked  about  the  difference  between 
a  boycott  and  not  sending  a  team, 
Kane  said:  “This  has  been  difficult  to 
make  clear.  We  don’t  want  to  abdicate 
our  position  in  the  IOC.  To  boycott 
would  take  us  out  of  that.” 

Presidential  Counsel  Lloyd  Cutler 
was  asked  at  the  White  House  what 
would  happen  if  the  U.S.  Olympic 
Committee  refused  Carter’s  request.  “I 
don’t  think  that  contingency  should 
arise.”  he  said. 

Cutler  added,  however,  that  the 
government  could  use  passports  and 
its  “powers  to  control  financial  deal¬ 
ings  with  other  countries”  to  ensure  a 
U.S.  team  did  not  participate  in  the 
Olympics. 

Cutler  also  said,  “The  best  informa¬ 
tion  that  we  can  get  is  that  there  is  a 
groundswell  of  public  opinion  in  many 
sectors  of  the  world  that  this  is  what 
should  be  done.” 

Cutler  said  the  president  told  allies 
of  his  plans  during  the  night,  adding  he 
expected  Canada,  Great  Britain  and 
West  Germany  to  go  along  for  sure. 

Appearing  on  the  very  day  he  began 
his  fourth  year  in  the  White  House, 
C arter  also  said:

An  affidavit  from  President  Dallin 
H.  Oaks  said  the  IRS  was  on  a 
“wholesale  fishing  trip”  and  had  not 
complied  with  legal  requirements  to 
reasonably  show  donors  have  evaded 
taxes. 

The  IRS  claims  some  BYU  donors 
have  overvalued  donations  in  kind  to 
the  university  for  tax  deductions.  The 
legal  briefs  were  filed  by  BYU  in 
preliminary  response  to  a  Jan.  4  court 
order  to  show  cause  why  the  university 
should  not  comply  with  the  IRS  sum¬ 
mons.  A  Jan.  24  hearing  on  that  order 
is  scheduled  before  U.S.  Magistrate 
Daniel  Alsup. 

“The  University  has  already 
provided  the  names  of  donors  and 
other  information  relating  to  gifts  of 
art  objects  to  the  University  in  the 
years  1973  and  1974,”  Oaks  said  in  the 
affidavit.  “I  personally  offered  to 
provide  the  IRS  the  names  of  all 
donors  of  silver  mining  claims  to  the 
University  if  the  IRS  would  make  a 
specific  written  request  for  that  infor¬ 
mation,  coupled  with  some  com¬ 
munication  to  establish  that  there  was 
a  pattern  of  over-valuation  of  dona¬ 
tions  of  that  type.”  - 

The  IRS  claims  approximately  154 
of  162  audits  of  BYU  donors  during  a 
three-year  period  showed  the  value 
claimed  for  gifts  was  more  than  $18 
million.  The  actual  worth  was  about  $2 
million,  according  to  IRS  investigative 
officer  James  L.  Oys. 

University  attorneys  maintained  the 
IRS  has  not  complied  with  another 
legal  requirement  that  it  first  look  to 
its  own  records  to  obtain  tax  informa¬ 
tion.  The  federal  agency  said  the  infor¬ 
mation  is  not  “readily  retrievable” 
from  its  records. 

Paul  Richards,  a  BYU  Public  Com¬ 
munications  spokesman,  said  the  IRS 
could  obtain  the  information  without 
searching  university  files.

he  Provo  mayor  said  the  law  encourages  residential  growth  over 
mercial  development  because  it  places  greater  emphasis  on 
Illation  in  computing  tax  increases. 


“In  effect  it’s  an  anti-growth  bill  that  will  hamper  commercial 
growth  in  the  cities,”  he  said.  “Whether  the  Heritage  Mountain  ski 
resort  goes  in,  whether  the  downtown  mall  is  completed  —  all  these 
factors  influence  how  tax  limitation  affects  Provo.” 

A  bill  sponsored  by  Rep.  Rob  B.  Bishop,  R-Brigham  City,  is  a 
response  to  demand  to  repeal  the  law.  Bishop’s  bill  removes  local 
governments  from  the  tax  limitation  restrictions  but  retains  those 
limitations  on  state  spending. 

Bishop  said  public  opinion  polls  used  to  support  continued  tax 
limitation  for  city  governments  are  deceptive.  If  poll  results  were 
broken  down  geographically  they  would  show  taxpayer  unrest  cen¬ 
tered  generally  in  Salt  Lake  County  alone,  he  said. 

"House  Bill  303  was  a  Salt  Lake  County  bill,  written  by  Salt 
Lake  County  people  and  it  is  not  needed  outside  of  Salt  Lake 
County,”  Bishop  said.  “I  don’t  know  why  the  rest  of  the  state 
should  suffer  because  Salt  Lake  County  people  can’t  be  frugal.” 

Bishop  said  a  study  conducted  for  Utah’s  10  largest  cities  by  Fox 
and  Co.,  a  Salt  Lake  City  certified  public  accounting  firm,  shows 
the  tax  limitation  bill  incorrectly  assumes  increases  in  the  state’s 
per  capita  income  reflect  the  need  for  inflationary  increases  in 
spending. 

The  study  also  said  the  residential  population  factor  in  HB  303’s 
formula  discourages  commercial  and  industrial  growth. 


Another  bill  sponsored  by  Sen.  William  T.  Barton,  R-Granger, 
does  not  presently  include  an  amendment  to  allow  increased 
spending  due  to  commercial  and  industrial  growth.  He  said  it  does, 
however,  attempt  to  correct  problems  with  tying  increases  in  the 
slate  per  capita  income  level  to  inflationary  increases  in  costs. 

“Cities  could  initiate  a  petition  to  have  the  governor’s  office 
change  the  per  capita  income  factor  in  the  formula  if  they  feel  the 
state  figure  does  not  fit  their  local  situation,”  he  said. 

A  bill  sponsored  by  Gary  H.  Brockbank,  R-Salt  Lake  City,  also 
does  not  amend  the  population  factor  in  HB  303’s  formula. 

“I  am  committed  to  addressing  this  problem,”  Brockbank  said. 
“But  we  won’t  be  able  to  do  the  study  necessary  to  make  that 
amendment  before  this  budget  session  ends.” 

Brockbank’s  bill  does  ease  tax  restrictions  by  excluding  non-tax 
fees  collected  by  cities  from  the  tax  limitation  formula.  The  bill 
also  allows  spending  above  tax  limitions  if  it  is  required  to  carry  out 
state  mandated  programs. 

Brockbank  said  his  bill  stiffens  HB  303’s  override  provision  from 
a  simple  majority  vote  of  the  legislative  body  to  disregard  tax 
limitations  to  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  body.  Also,  the  third  year 
local  officials  decide  to  overide  tax  limitations,  their  action  must  be 
approved  by  a  vote  of  the  citizens. 


Hanna  Holborn  Gray,  Ph.D.,  will 
discuss  the  practical  value  of  general 
education  in  the  liberal  arts  and 
sciences  at  the  Forum  assembly  Tues¬ 
day  at  10  a.m. 

Dr.  Gray,  who  has  been  president  of 
the  University  of  Chicago  since  July  1, 
1978,  says  that  in  time  of  economic 
contraction,  many  students  choose  to 
concentrate  on  more  utilitarian  courses 
of  study  where  the  pay-off  in  terms  of 
finding  a  job  is’  more  apparent. 

“Employment  statistics  support  the 
view  that  liberal  arts  majors  face  a 
relatively  more  difficult  task  in  the  job 
market,”  she  said.  “However,  the 
value  of  a  general  education  is  far  too 
fundamental  to  be  measured  solely  in 
such  terms.” 

She  said  “an  understanding  of  the 
arts  and  sciences  enhances  the  quality 
of  life  and  helps  provide  individuals 
with  a  psychological  sense  of 
sovereignity  over  the  circumstances 
around  them. 

“It  is  no  accident  that  Renaissance 
thinkers  developed  their  concept  of  vir¬ 
tue  —  espousing  the  ideal  of  a  person 
in  control  of  himself  or  herself  —  from 
their  emphasis  on  classical  learning 
and  scholarship.” 

Dr.  Gray  also  said  that  general 
education  instills  an  ability  to  confront 
and  absorb  new  and  sometimes  unset¬ 
tling  information,  to  analyze  and  to 
evaluate  it,  and  to  express  one’s  con¬ 
clusions  clearly. 

Dr.  Gray  is  the  recipient  of  18 
honorary  doctoral  degrees  during  the 
past  six  years, 

She  is  also  a  history  professor  at  the 
University  of  Chicago. 

Dr.  Gray  is;  formerly  provost  and 
professor  of  history  at  Yale,  and  was 
acting  president  her  last  two  years 
there. 

She  received  her  B.A.  degree  from 
Bryn  Mawr  College  in  1950  and  was  a 
Fulbright  Scholar  at  Oxford  University 
from  1950  to  1952.  She  received  a 
Ph.D.  from  Harvard  in  1957. 

Dr.  Gray  is  a  member  of  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  Council  on  Financial 
Aid  to  Education,  the  Chicago  Public 
Library,  the  Chicago  Council  on 
Foreign  Relations  and  the  Museum  of 
Science  and  Industry. 

She  is  also  a  member  of  the  Presi¬ 
dent’s  Advisory  Board  on  Am¬ 
bassadorial  Appointments,  as  well  as 
serving  on  the  Pulitzer  Prize  Commit¬ 
tee.

' Mechanism '  to  release  hostages 


U.N  Secretary-General  Kurt  Waldheim  said 
Sunday  he  has  worked  out  a  formula  during  his  re¬ 
cent  trip  to  Iran  that  he  hoped  would  lead  to  the 
release  of  American  hostages 
in  Tehran.  But  militants 
holding  the  Americans  at  the 
U.S.  Embassy  said  they  knew 
nothing  of  such  a  formula. 

Meanwhile,  the  Soviet  Em¬ 
bassy  in  Tehran  issued  a  state¬ 
ment  emphasizing  its  “frien¬ 
dly  approach”  toward  Iran 
and  denying  its  troops  in 
Afghanistan,  along  the  border 
with  Iran,  are  positioned  to 
strike  at  major  Iranian  oil 
installations. 

Tehran  radio  reported  Iranian  leader  Ayatollah 
Ruhollah  Khomeini  accepted  a  proposal  to  amend 
the  new  Islamic  constitution  permitting  Sunni 
Moslems  to  have  the  same  rights  as  members  of 
Iran’s  majority  Shiite  sect.  “Personally,  I  have  no 
objection,”  Khomeini  was  quoted  as  saying. 

Waldhiem,  in  New  Delhi,  India,  to  attend  a 
U.N.  conference,  told  reporters  after  his  arrival: 
“The  important  aspect  of  my  visit  to  Tehran  was 
that  we  worked  out  a  package,  a  mechanism, 
which  will  hopefully  make  it  possible  to  release 
the  hostages.”

WASHINGTON  —  The  96th  Congress  Con¬ 
venes  its  second  session  this  week  with  plans  to 
quickly  approve  expanded  trade  with  China  and 
aid  for  Pakistan  in  reponse  to  the  Soviet  interven¬ 
tion  in  Afghanistan. 

President  Carter  is  expected  to  devote  much  of 
his  State  of  the  Union  address  to  Congress  on 
Wednesday  to  the  Soviet  action  in  Afghanistan. 
And  Secretary  of  State  Cyrus  Vance  and 
Secretary  of  Defense  Harold  Brown  will  report  to 
Congress  on  events  both  in  Afghanistan  and  in 
Iran. 

They  will  seek  $200  million  in  U.S.  aid  to  bolster 
Pakistan  and  discourage  any  Soviet  military  ad¬ 
vance  into  that  country,  which  borders 
Afghanistan.  Congressional  leaders  expect  to  win 
quick  approval  for  the  aid  program. 

The  $200  million  is  part  of  $400  million  in  aid 
the  Carter  administration  has  offered  Pakistan 
over  the  next  two  years,  half  in  economic  aid  and 
half  in  credit  loans  for  purchasing  U.S.  weapons. 

Administration  officials  have  said  the  aid  will 
include  anti-aircraft  and  anti-tank  weapons  for 
defense  but  no  weapons  geared  for  use  in  military 
offensives. 

Vance  is  to  meet  with  the  Senate  Foreign  Rela¬ 
tions  Committee  Monday  afternoon,  even  before 
Congress  convenes  Tuesday.  He  and  Brown  are  to 
testify  at  public  hearings  later  in  the  week. 

Hearings  on  Carter’s  cutoff  of  U.S.  grain  sales  to 
the  Soviets  begin  in  the  Senate  Tuesday. 

Sen.  Adlai  Stevenson,  D-Ill. ,  says  Congress  has 
30  days  if  it  wishes  to  overrule  Carter’s  grain  em¬ 
bargo  with  a  legislative  veto.-

Bush,  appearing  on  the  CBS 
News  program  “Face  the  Na¬ 
tion,”  said  Carter’s  policy  of 
canceling  shipment  of  17 
million  metric  tons  of  grain  to 
the  Soviet  Union  was  hurting 
I  American  farmers  more  than 
1  it  was  the  Russians. 

“What  I  am  saying  is,  don’t 
shoot  yourself  in  the  foot,”  Bush  said. 

He  said  a  “total  economic  boycott”  would  be  ef¬ 
fective  in  halting  such  aggression  as  the  Soviet  in¬ 
tervention  in  Afghanistan  but  that  Carter’s  par¬ 
tial  boycott  was  not. 

However,  he  admitted  he  was  “hedging”  —  not 
specifically  calling  for  a  total  boycott  —  because 
he  did  not  have  the  facts  available  to  him  that 
Carter  has  as  president. 


Mid  east  to  grow  more  dangerous 


' Big  Bang '  remnants  discovered 


WASHINGTON  —  Astronomers  peering  deep 
into  intergalactic  space  say  they  have  detected 
some  of  the  original  material  left  over  from  the 
“big  bang”  that  most  experts  believe'  created  the 
!  universe. 

The  National  .Science  Foundation,  in  announc¬ 
ing  the  discovery  Sunday,  said  American  and 
British  astonomers  think  thin  clouds  of  hydrogen 
detected  billions  of  light  years  from  Earth  are 
pristine  remnants  of  the  beginning. 


WASHINGTON  —  The  Middle  East,  already  a 
tinderbox  of  rivalry  for  land  and  oil,  may  become 
infinitely  more  dangerous  in  the  1980s  because  of 
the  proliferation  of  nuclear  weapons,  according  to 
a  growing  consensus  of  experts. 

“This  is  the  area  of  the  world  where  there  is 
more  nuclear  technology  than  anywhere  outside  of 
the  major  powers.  And  it  is  one  of  the  most  un¬ 
stable  parts  of  the  world.  It’s 
horrifying,”  former  British 
Prime  Minister  James 
Callaghan  told  reporters  at  a 
breakfast  here  recently. 

The  Carter  administration 
came  to  power  with  a  three- 
pronged  strategy  to  prevent 
nuclear  proliferation.

Kidnapping  suspect 
caught  in  California

A  nationwide  search 
for  the  man  suspected  of 
kidnapping  BYU  coed 
Pam  Richmond  has  en¬ 
ded  after  more  than 
three  months  and 
■  dozens  of  leads. 

Dennis  Lynn  Frazier, 
21.  of  Spokane,  Wash., 
was  apprehended  last 
Wednesday  by  Califor¬ 
nia  police  and  arraigned 
in  an  Orem  circuit  court 
Thursday  afternoon, 
Orem  police  reported. 

Police  and  Utah 
County  Jail  officials  said 
the  exact,  charges  could 
not  be  disclosed  until  to¬ 
day  by  the  Orem  City 
Court,  but  reports  from  . 
Oct.  7,  1979,  the  day  of 
the  crime,  indicated 
Miss  Richmond  had  ex¬ 
perienced  aggravated 
kidnapping. 

Following  his  arrest, 
Frazier  was  apparently 
taken  to  face  criminal 
charges  in  Washington 
state  before  his  Orem 
arraignment  and  place¬ 
ment  in  Utah  County 


Jail. 


“He  first  went  to 
Spokane  with  charges  on 
auto  theft  and  we  picked 
him  up  from  there,”  said 
Police  Lt.  Gerald 
Nielsen. 

Nielsen  said  a 
schedule  of  preliminary 
trial  proceedings  would 
be  determined  by  the 
court  but  could  not  be 
known  until  at  least  this 
morning. 

The  search  for  a 
suspect  began  when 
Miss  Richmond,  an  18- 
year-old  freshman  from 
Simi  Valley,  Calif., 
arrived  at  the  Orem 
Police  Department  with 
minor  scrapes  and 
bruises  after  tumbling 
from  a  car  at  freeway 
speed. 

She  was  reportedly  of¬ 
fered  a  ride  on  the  BYU 
campus  near  the  Social 
Hall  by  a  man  who  said 
he  wanted  to  find  the 
highway.  Believing  he 
was  an  LDS  general  con¬ 
ference  visitor,  she  told 
him  she  would  accept 
the  ride  as  far  as  the  Un¬ 
iversity  Mall.

Bundy's  last  jury  convicted  him  on  two  murder 
charges  and  concurred  in  his  death  sentences. 

That  time,  the  dapper,  handsome  Bundy  was  ac¬ 
cused  of  stalking  into  a  quiet  Chi  Omega  sorority 
house  in  Tallahassee  and  clubbing  five  sleeping 
Florida  State  University  coeds.  Two,  Margaret  Bow- 
•  mart  and  Lisa  Levy,  both  of  St.  Petersburg,  were 
strangled. 

'Phis  time,  Bundy  is  accused  of  killing  Kimberly 
Diane  Leach  of  Lake  City  in  North  Florida  about  100 
miles  east  of  Tallahassee. 

Prosecutors  say  Miss  Leach  was  lured  away  from 
school  bv  a  stranger,  three  weeks  after  the  Chi  Omega 
killings. 

Her  body  was  left  in  an  abandoned  pig  sty  and  was 
not  found  for  months.  A  coroner  said  she  died  of  “an 
overwhelming,  tearing  type  of  injury”  to  the  neck. 

Mostly  because  of  the  publicity  Bundy  has 
receiv  ed  over  the  past  few  years,  it  took  11  days  of 
work  by  Circuit  Judge  Wallace  Jopling,  prosecutors 
and  defense  attorney  Victor  Africano  to  seat  an 
Qijpndo  jury.  . 

Bundy,  at  33'  Still  looking  like  the  law  student  he 
once  was  in  Utah  —  where  he  was  convicted  of  at¬ 
tempted  kidnapping  —  exploded  with  objections  on 
the  10th  day. 

“Use  your  mind,  judge,”  Bundy  exclaimed.  “Look 
at  the  people  the  state  struck  down  —  people  who 
didn’t  know  about  this  case.” 

Four  of  the  12  jurors  in  this  trial  have  daughters  or 
granddaughters  near  the  age  of  Miss  Leach.  An  alter¬ 
nate,  Vickie  Kouture,  19,  belongs  to  the  same  Chi 
Omega  sorority  as  the  Tallahassee  victims.  But  alter¬ 
nates  just  sit  in  on  trials,  and  do  not  take  part  unless 
one  of  the  12  original  jurors  must  be  replaced. 

Some  of  the  jurors  said  they  knew  part  of  Bundy’s 
past .  One,  David  M.  Thomas,  knew  of  the  conviction, 
in  the  sorority  killings  and  even  agreed  with  the 
death  penalty  Bundy  received. 

That  conviction  and  sentencing  came  in  Miami. 
The  trial  had  been  moved  there  after  Circuit  Judge 
Edward  D.  Cowart  decided  he  could  not  seat  a  fair 
jury  in  Tallahassee. 

It  is  not  vet  clear  in  this  trial  if  Bundy  will  take  an 
active  part  in  his  own  defense,  as  he  did  in  Miami, 
questioning  jurors,  grilling  witnesses  and  objecting 
with,  fervor  to  moves  by  the  prosecutor.  Cowart  later 
commended  him  and  said  he  would  have  made  a 
good  lawyer.  That  was  after  Bundy  had  been  convic-

Save  silverware 
in  deposit  boxes 

SPOKANE  (AP)  —  That  old  family  silverware  — 
which  wasn’t  good  enough  for  company  last 
Thanksgiving  —  has  suddenly  become  too  valuable 
to  keep  at  borne,  many  bankers  say. 

Spokesmen  for  several  Spokane  area  commercial 
banks,  mutual  savings  banks  and  savings  and  loan 
associations  say  they  are  being  flooded  with 
silverware  deposits. 

Safe  deposit  departments  are  being  swamped  with 
requests  for  large  safe  deposit  boxes  —  and  most 
financial  institutions  in  Spokane  are  filled  to 
capacity. 

Of  six  savings  institutions  contacted  Friday,  only 
one.  Great  Northwest  Federal  Savings  &  Loan 
Association,  had  any  large  safe  deposit  boxes  for  rent. 

“We  are  out  of  the  big  boxes,”  said  Washington 
Trust  Bank’s  community  relations  officer,  Thomas 
C.  Garrett.  “We’ve  had  a  sizable  increase  in  inquiries 
from  people  looking  for  a  safe  place  to  keep  valuables, 
especially  silverware.”

Kids  tell  life's  plans 


LOS  ANGELES  (AP) 
—  The  researchers  wan¬ 
ted  to  know  what  kids 
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thought  about  science: 

“I  would  not  like  to  be 
a  scientist,”  wrote  one 
11 -year-old  boy  in  his  es¬ 
say.  “They  get  up  early 
in  the  morning...  I  can’t 
get  up  that  early  in  the 
morning.”  Reasonable 
lad. 

An  11 -year-old  girl,  of 
practical  nature,  wrote: 

“I  would  like  to  be  a 
scientist.  ...  I  would  in¬ 
vent  a  lot  of  things,  like 
a  dish  wiper  so  I 
wouldn’t,  have  to  wipe 
dishes  after  my  mom 
washed  them.” 

From  these  responses 
and  those  from  8,000 
other  children  across  the 
country,  researchers 
from  the  Children’s 
Television  Workshop 
surmised  that  kids  felt 
science  was  generally  a 
good  idea,  but 
dangerous  and 
demanding,  and 
therefore,  best  left  to 
others. 

•CTW  was  asking  the 
questions  because  it 
wanted  to  make  a  kids’ 
show  about  science,  hop¬ 
ing  to  match  the  success 
of  CTW’s  “Sesame 
Street”  and  “Electric 
Company.” 


Despite  the  adjust¬ 
ment  '  to  a  new  culture 
and  people,  the  ex¬ 
perience  Swedish 
athletes  already  have  in 
the  language  is  an  im¬ 
portant  aid. 

“Everyone  has  to  start 
learning  English  in  the 
fourth  grade,”  he  ex¬ 
plained.  BYU  track 
coach  Clarence  Robison 
first  became  interested 
in  Goran  through  An¬ 
ders  Arrehenius,  a 
Swedish  shot  putter  still 
at  BYU,  who  mentioned 
his  name  and  abilities  as 
a  discus  and  shot  put 
man. 

The  Cougars, 
however,  were  not  the 
only  ones  recruiting 
Goran.  UCLA, 
Maryland  and 

traditionally  strong 
Texas-El  Paso  all  of¬ 
fered  scholarships  before 
he  made  the  final  deci¬ 
sion. 

“I  guess  I  started 
when  my  dad  won  the 
European  decathlon 
championships,”  he 
said.  “I  was  about  five 
then  and  each  year  I  was 
more  encouraged  and 
had  greater  desire.” 

Most  of  Goran’s  train¬ 
ing  came  through  in¬ 
dividual  effort  and  in¬ 
volvement  in  clubs. 
Swedish  clubs  compete 
much  like  American 
high  schools,  with 
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coaches  and  training 
facilities. 

After  finishing-  nine 
years  of  elementary 
school,  Swede  was  in¬ 
vited  to  enroll  in  a  new 
.school  in  southern 
Sweden  built  by  the 
government  especially 
for  the  most  promising 
tracksters. 

Goran’s  determina¬ 
tion  carried  him  to  a 
WAC  fourth  place  in 
both  the  discus  and 
hammer  events  and 
sixth  in  the  shot  put  as  a 
freshman  despite  a  knee 
injury  which  he  felt 
hampered  his  perfor¬ 
mance.  The  same  injury 
kept  him  home  from  the 
NCAA  meet  for  which 
he  had  already 
qualified. 

Goran  came  to  BYU 
aware  of  its  LDS  Church 
affiliation  and  stan¬ 
dards.  He  had  seen  full¬ 
time  missionaries  from 
time  to  time  in  Sweden 
and  wondered  mostly 
about  their  “weird” 
haircuts  and  suits.  He 
knew  only  that  they 
were  from  a  church. 

“When  I  came  here  I 
wanted  to  find  out  more 
about  the  Mormons  so 
that  I  wouldn’t  be  sub¬ 
ject  to  prejudice  against 
them,”  he  said  referring 
to  his  contact  With  Prove; 
missionaries  and  even¬ 
tual  baptism  into  the 
church.  ,“My  girlfriend, 
although  she  was 
already  a  member,  took 
the  discussions  with  me 
and  it  just  happened.” 

Even  though  his 
parents,  a  brother  and  a 
sister  are  far  away, 
Goran  feels  at  home  in 
Provo.  With  him  on  the 
team  are  four  other 
Swedish  tracksters.  He 
also  plans  to  add 
Pamela  McGee  to  the 
family  April  22. 

To  qualify  for  the 
Olympics  as  a  Swedish 
representative  in  the 
discus,  a  participant 
must  be  able  to  throw  64 
meters  (210  feet),  a  dis¬ 
tance  still  out  of  his 
range,  but  Goran  is  con¬ 
fident  in  his  ability  to 
qualify  and  to  win. 

“If  I  stay  healthy  and 
work  to  my  potential 
and  keep  progressing, 
I’m  sure  I’ll  be  there,” 
he  said. 

Other  priorities  in¬ 
clude  breaking  past  the 
60-meter  mark,  a  feat 
Goran  believes  could 
give  him  third  place  in 
the  NCAA  meet  in  June. 
He  also  wants  to  surpass 
UTEP  as  a  team  this 
year. 


Since  the  Olympics 
already  occupy  a  large 
portion  of  his  thoughts, 
Goran  feels  an  actual 
boycott  by  the  United 
States  in  the  1980  sum¬ 
mer  games  would  only 
make  Soviet-American 
relations  worse. 

“The  world  is  full  of 
different  political  opi¬ 
nions  and  people,”  he 
said.  “The  Olympics  is 
one  of  the  few  times 
when  we  can  shared 
something  in  common, 
which  is  sports,  and  it 
disgusts  me  that  all  the 
problems  are  brought 
into  the  innocence  of 
competition.”

BYU’s  desire  to  win  was  emphasized 
by  the  intensity  of  play  throughout  the 
game.  Led  early  in  the  contest  by  two- 
time  All-WAC  guard  Danny  Ainge, 
who  hit  on  his  first  six  shots  from  the 
field,  BYU  jumped  to  a  quick  10  point 
lead  eight  minutes  into  the  game  and 
boosted  it  to  20  with  four  minutes  left 
in  the  half. 

For  the  second  night  in  succession 
forward  Fred  Roberts  turned  in  an  im¬ 
pressive,  aggressive  performance. 
Hitting  seven  of  16  from  the  field  and 
adding  seven  more  from  the  free  throw 
line,  the  6-10  sophomore  finished  high 
point  man  for  the  Cougars  with  21 
points. 

The  BYU  scoring  attack  was  well- 
rounded  as  11  Cougars  scored.  Also 
hitting  in  double  figures  with  Roberts 
were  Ainge,  who  finished  with  18,  and 
Alan  Taylor,  who  finished  with  14. 

Friday  night,  the  Wyoming  Cowboys 
passed  and  dribbled  their  way  around 
a  tough  BYU  zone  to  upset  the  Cougars 
56-53,  in  a  game  that  was  termed  “bor¬ 
ing”  by  the  22,218  screaming  fans.  The 
disappointing  loss  came  as  a  result  of 
good  strategy  and  execution  by  the 
Cowboy  coaches  and  players. 

The  first  half  was  fast  and  furious  as 
both  teams  shot  well,  with  BYU 


shooting  57  percent  and  Wyoming 
"hitting  56  percent  of  their  field  goals. 
The  Cougars  also  converted  on  92  per¬ 
cent  of  their  free  throws. 

The  lead  changed  hands  four  times 
during  the  first  five  minutes  until 
Roberts’  slam  dunk  spurred  the 
Cougars  to  maintain  the  lead 
throughout  the  half.  The  BYU  lead 
never  went  beyond  six,  though,  and  the 
half  ended  with  BYU  in  front  41-39. 

The  second  half  opened  with  Ainge 
hitting  the  first  shot  of  the  half  from 
the  tip-off  play  and  it  seemed  the, 
Cougars  would  blow  the  Cowboys  out. 
Wyoming  quickly  came  back  as 
Charles  Bradley  scored  to  put  the  dif¬ 
ference  back  to  two.  Wyoming  got  the 
ball  back  with  19:18  left  in  the  second 
half  and  then  preceded  to  stall  for  nine 
minutes  and  six  seconds  until  Mike 
Hamilton  scored  on  a  tip-in  to  tie  the 
score  at  43.

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Works  of  art  decorate  campus

Conspicuous  pieces  of 
bronze,  concrete  and 
steel  decorate  the  BYU 
campus,  and  are  as 
much  a  part  of  BYU  as 
its  buildings  and  stu¬ 
dents. 

The  2,000-pound 
bronze  Cougar  stands 
majestically  outside 
BYU  Stadium  and 
serves  as  the  university’s 
mascot.  A  gift  of  the 
graduating  classes  of 
1965  and  1969,  the 
statue  was  mounted  in 
its  original  plaster  form 
for  several  years  until 
funds  were  available  for 
a  bronze  casting. 

The  Karl  G.  Maeser 
statue  was  presented  to 
the  university  by  the 
Nicholas  G.  Morgan 
Foundation  in  memory 
of  Nicholas  Morgan’s 
mother,  one  of  Maeser’s 
students.  The  monu¬ 
ment  is  located  in  front 
of  the  Eyring  Science 
Center,  and  stands  as  a 
tribute  to  the  founder 
and  first  president  of 
BYU. 


BYU’s  “Tree  of 
Wisdom”  and  “Win¬ 
dows  of  Heaven” 
sculptures  were  selected 
from  more  than  40  sub¬ 
missions  of  models  and 
sketches  by  LDS  artists. 
Both  are  gifts  of  the  cen¬ 
tennial  senior  class. 
Lorin  Wheelwright,  for¬ 
mer  dean  of  the  College 
of  Fine  Arts,  describes 
the  sculptures  as 
“highly  symbolic  in 
design.” 

“They’re  a  departure 
from  more  traditional 
sculptures  because  they 
commemorate  ideas 
rather  than  people,” 
said  Wheelwright.” 

“Tree  cf  Wisdom,” 
created  by  Frank 
Nackos,  consists  of  ten 
upright  panels  of  con¬ 
crete,  each  weighing  ap¬ 
proximately  two  tons. 
Curves  progressing  from 
panel  to  panel  create  a 
design  which  suggests 
both  roots  and  branches. 
The  tree  has  a  com¬ 
pound  meaning  for 
designer  Nackos.  “We 
should  sink  our  roots  in 
the  soil  of  wisdom,  then 
blossom  upward  into 
le  said. 


“Windows  of  Heaven” 
is  a  30-foot  structure  of 
stained  glass  and  steel. 
As  a  work  of  art, 
designer  Frank  Riggs 
created  the  structure  to 
look  totally  different 
from  every  angle.  “Look 
to  it  as  a  symbol,” 
suggests  Riggs. 
“Remember  there  are 
windows  in  heaven  that 
look  down  on  us  all  the 
time.” 

“Massasoit,”  a  stately 
9  and  1/2  foot  Indian,  is 
one  of  four  existing 
bronze  copies.  The 
plaster  original  stood  in 
the  main  lobby  of  the 
Harris  Fine  Arts  Center 
until  the  fall  of  1976 
when  it  was  removed  in 
order  to  have  bronze 
copies  made.  It  was 
placed  on  a  hill  behind 
the  Design  and 
Technology  Building  a 
year  and  a  half  later 
when  the  Campus  Plan¬ 
ning  Committee  ap¬ 
proved  it  as  a  suitable 
location. 

“First  Child,”  created 
by  BYU  graduate 
Dennis  Smith,  marks 


the  university’s  par¬ 
ticipation  in  the  ses- 
quicentennial  celebra¬ 
tion  of  the  LDS  Church. 
The  bronze  sculpture 
celebrates  the  family 
and  is  situated  in  front 
of  the  Smith  Family 
Living  Center. 

A  bronze  Brigham 
Young  statue  com¬ 
memorates  the  LDS 
leader  whose  name  the 
university  bears.  Cast 
from  a  plaster  original 
created  hy  his  grandson 
Mahonri  Young,  the 


statue  has  been  slightly 
modified. 

Wesley  Burnside, 
BYU  art  acquisitions 
director,  said,  “The 
original  was  of  three 
men:  President  Young 
and  his  two  counselors. 
The  president’s  right 
arm  was  resting  on  the 
arm  of  one  of  the  other 
men,  but  has  been 
altered  to  hang  at  his 
side.”  The  statue  is 
noted  for  its  unique  per¬ 
formance  of  the  “funky 
chicken.”

A  proposal  to  allocate  $4,000  to  send 
the  pep  squad  to  Hawaii  for  the  BYU- 
Hawaii  basketball  game  was  vetoed  by 
ASBYU  President  Dave  Litster  last 
week. 

Litster  said  that  the  money  should 
be  used  for  other  athletic  events. 

“I  could  not  justify  spending  that1 
much  money  for  one  trip,”  said  Litster. 
"It  would  nearly  deplete  the  remainder 
of  the  athletics  office  allowance  for  the 
year.” 

Athletics  Vice  President  Wade 
Rasmussen  obtained  the  signatures  of 
two-thirds  of  the  executive  council  on  a 
petition  to  override  the  veto,  but  then 
made  a  surprise  announcement  that 
his  office  had  reconsidered  and  decided 
not  to  send  the  pep  squad  to  Hawaii. 

Rasmussen  said  the  pep  squad  has 
received  an  invitation  to  work  with  the 
Osmonds  on  one  of  the  days  they 
would  have  been  gone  for  the  game.  He 
said  the  petition  was  circulated  in  an 
effort  to  maintain  control  of  his  office. 

“We  have  also  considered  the 
possibility  Of  the  basketball  team  play¬ 
ing  in  some  post-season  games,  which 
would  require  additional  funds  for  the 
travel  of  the  pep  squad,”  Rasmussen 


According  to  the  ASBYU  constitu-  ClatsifUd 
tion,  the  executive  council  may 
override  a  veto  by  the  president  with  a 
two-thirds  majority  vote. 


Mark  Seethaler,  ASBYU  financial 
vice  president,  said  he  signed  the  peti¬ 
tion  not  because  he  felt  the  pep  squad 
should  be  allowed  to  go  on  the  trip  but 
because  he  didn’t  feel  Litster  had  the 
right  to  interfere  in  the  affairs  of  the 
other  council  members’  offices. 

“Dave’s  argument  is  that  he  is  the 
president  of  each  office  and  that  we  are 
the  vice  presidents,”  said  Seethaler. 
“This  is  a  matter  of  stewardship  and 
each  officer  should  have  stewardship 
over  his  own  office.” 

He  added  that  Litster  was  probably 
receiving  pressure  from  the  ad¬ 
ministration  to  cut  back  on  expen¬ 
ditures,  which  could  have  been  part  of 
his  reason  for  the  veto. 

Litster  said.  “Though  the  ad¬ 
ministration  has  not  said  we  cannot 
spend  the  money  for  this  purpose,  they 
have  suggested  that  we  try  to  cut  back. 
They  have  never  told  us  how  to  spend 
our  money.”
